WASHINGTON, 
July 1;!.—While tb.fi 


long expected fall of Santiago did not 
take place today ifc is evident that a 
crisis had been reached and that within 
the nest twenty-four hours Santiago 
will either surrender or receive such a 
baptism of fire as is seldom given a 
besieged town.

The empire of Philip II was undoubt- 


edly one of the most powerful and 
splendid that ever exibted iu the world. 
It is no exaggeration to say that during 
several years his power over Europe 
was greater than even that of Napoleon. 
In America his dominions extended on 
both sides of the equator into the tem- 
perate zone. There is reason to believe 
that his annual revenues amounted, in 
the season of his greatest power, to a 
sum ten times as large as that which 
England yielded to Elizabeth. He had a 
standing army of 50,000 troops -when 
England did not have a single battalion 
in constant pay. He held, what no oth- 
er prince: in modern times has held, the 
dominion both of the hud and tbe sea. 
Daring the greater part of his reign he 
was supreme on both elements. His sol- 
diers matched up to the capital of 
France; his ships menaced the shores of 
England. Spain had what Napoleon de- 
sired in vain—ships, colonies and com- 
merce.

FOURTEEN CASES ARE REPORTED. 


They Are Called Su«plclou« Cuei and 


Mao Have Been Isolated—Special Si«et- 
Ing of Cabinet Called—War Board Ota 
a Long Semtlon—Important OUpatchei 
Received From Moth Army uud Navy. 
No Fighting Keportud—Grave Fear* 
For Health of Army—Iiiuuuze Kur«» 
In Demand'

Washington, July 13.—The* war de- 


partment received 
dispatches today 


from General Miles and General Shat- 
ter. At the same time the navy depart- 
ment received dispatches from the fleet 
off Santiago. The contents of these dis- 
patches were not made public. They 
had the effect, however, of arousing of- 
ficials, both military and naval, to un- 
usual activity, and coupled with this was 
an undercurrent of apparent anxiety 
throughout official quarters. 


Tile advices speedily led to a war 


council at the White House, at which 
Secretaries Long and Alger and the 
members of the 
war 
board, Admiral 


Sicaird, Captain Mahan and Captain 
Crowinshield, were present. 
Adjutant 


Genei-al Corbin also was at the White 
Hous-e. 
Before Secretary Alger \vent 


to the White House he had a conference 
}yHh Surgeon Genera) Sternberg, who 
also had received dispalclicb fium the 
surgical corps near Santiago. 


Although no word oC any of the dis- 


patches were given out, those In u posi- 
tion to speak intelligently of them said 
that any anxiety which might exist was 
not due to a material change hi the mili- 
tary situation, but rather to the severe 
condition surrounding our soldiers as a 
rcwult of the rainy season and the terrl- 
'fic storms i^f t(ie Ubf fi»w,l ays. To what 
extent our troops were q-ffected. (.he au- 
thorities would not disclose, as they de- 
sire to avoid unnecessary apprehension. 


Although the dispatches were thus 


guarded, it was stated definitely that no 
fighting was in progress up to the time 
of the last report. It was also stated 
that the fears that the enemy might se- 
j;r^[ly draw oft some of their forces to 
the mountain* tu tin; north of Santiago 
had not ben realized, so far as the last 
reports disclosed. The city was still sur- 
rounded. It was said, and there appeared 
in be no aprpehcnsion on the part of the 
bftleerw In command thai Ihu enemy 
would get away. 


Much anxiety had been created at the 


war department by a press report to the 
effect that Brigadier General Duffleld 
was sick In the hospital. The dispatches 
of Geneiu-li* Miles and Hhafter made no 
reference whatevet to General Duffle Id's 
beins in the hospital, so that the press 
report was unaccountable.

It was learned 
that the situation among the troops be- 
fore. Santiago ig that there are 14 sus- 
picious cases of fever unions Hie em^ 
ployes of the quartermaster's depart- 
ment of the American army. 


Pending the. determination of the ex- 


pct character of the fever, these men 
fiave been lbi>la.ieil ip the yJilley near 
Siboney and placed under tne eare of 
Immune doctors and nurses, who had 
been provided in anticipation of just 
such an emergency as the present. Con- 
fldunce is expressed by the medical 
officers of thx- srmy and navy in Wash- 
ington in the al-itity uf nu|" purffeous to 
stamp out the dlseoau. 


The medical officers of the army de- 


cline to make any statement respecting 
the health of the troops at Santiago, 
especially in response to questions 
jvhether fever prevails to any great ex- 
tent among them. The surgeon general 
has received several dispatches from 
the chief surgeon in charge Of the medi- 
cal department of Shatter's army, but 
If they jrelate to fever he will not say. 
It (B known, however, that the surgeon 
general is engaging the lervice of im- 
mune doctors and nurses for work In the 
hospitals. 
Before the expedition to 


Santiago was made up and sailed from 
Tampa, Dr. Sternberg had sent a. num- 
ber of these Inwmme physicians to Tam- 
pa* and they accompanied General Shat- 
ter to Cuba. General Sternberg thinks 
it unwise to discuss questions relating 
to the health of the troops, as this may 
give rise to concern, in many cases un- 
warranted, to their friends at home. 


Surgeon General Van Reypen of the 


navy distinctly stated during the day 
that no reports have come as to any 
cases of fever among the naval force* 
at or near Santiago. The marine gar- 
rison at Guanatamo is about the ondy 
land force coming immediately under 
Dr. Van Reypen's supervision, and a» 
to this force the reports are entirely sat- 
isfactory up to date. The surgeon gen- 
jral received word that the naval hoi- 
pltal ship gol8.ce sailed yesterday for 
Newport New*. 


The surgeon of the Marine hospital 


service has received a telegram from 
Dr. Goddings, In charge ol the yellow 
fever detention came at Fontainbleau, 
Informing the surgeon general that all 
the suspects except those from McHenry 
had been discharged, and saying that he 
WM preparing to cloae the camp. Th«

London, July 13.—The Star claims to 


be in a position to state authoritatively 
that an active exchange of views oc- 
curred on Monday and Tuesday between 
the diplomats who aie endeavoring to 
arrive at a peace understanding be- 
tween the United States and Spain, It
